One unit 

Communities extinguish plans 
to divide 34th District Court

Any plan to divide the 34th 
District Court into two courts 
has lost its fire, members of 
the court’s District Control 
Unit said last Thursday. 

While it appears potential 
plans to open a 34 A District 
Court in Sumpter in the future 
are all but dead, in deference 
to the absence of Christine 
Gamber of Huron Township, 
head of the control unit, a vote 
was postponed until the next 
meeting slated for 3 p.m. June 
15 at the Romulus based court 

Thirty-fourth District Judge 
Tina Brooks Green reminded 
the representatives of Ro- 
mulus, Belleville, Sumpter 
and Van Buren townships that 
the two year window on possi- 
ble division of the court cre- 
ated by state legislation over a 
year ago is quickly coming to a 
close. 

Only Marvin Banotai, super- 
visor of Sumpter Township, 
said he still favored the split- 
ting of the court, but said he 
would abide by the wishes of 
his fellow leaders in Huron 
and Van Buren townships. 

Van Buren Supervisor 
David Jacokes who called the 


meeting last week, said he now 
favors keeping the five-munici- 
pality court in tact, but feels 
committed to having the court 
supply the highest quality ser- 
vice at the lowest cost to the 
communities’ taxpayers. 

Belleville Mayor Glenn Sil- 
venis also said he would hate 
to see a District 34 and 34A di- 
vision in the local court 
system. 

Chief Judge William Szlinis 
said that the five communities 
in the 34th District are starting 
the new year in a plus situa- 
tion financially, following the 
institution of hundreds of 
bookkeeping changes recom- 
mended by the Michigan Su- 
preme Court following the dis- 
appearance of $270,000 in 
court funds several years ago. 

An embezzlement trial in- 
volving the court’s former ad- 
ministrator Nancy Schuette 
was actually going on in De- 
troit, while the court’s control 
unit was meeting in Romulus 
last week. 

Veteran Judge Henry 
Zaborowski attended the Ro- 
mulus session also and said he 
was pleased to see such in- 
volvement by local 
communities. 

A court binding agreement 


is currently being worked out 
by municipal representatives 
and then will have to approved 
by local governmental bodies. 

Treasurer James 
Napiorkowski and Finance Of- 
ficer Donavan McGuire repre- 
sented Romulus at the 
meeting. 

Szlinis appeared Monday 
night at the Romulus City 
Council meeting and told the 
city officials there that it 
would be a tragedy if the 34th 
District Court broke into two 
sections. 

He also praised the work to 
date by the new trio of women 
court officers, who are filling 
the void caused by the resigna- 
tion of former court adminis- 
trator Michael Ramsey. 

The trio includes: 

• Director of Probation 
Carol Bowman. 

• Manager of the Criminal 
Division Clema Pond. 

• Manager of Civil Division 
Oneita Davis. 

With the new team concept 
developed by the court, Szlinis 
said the ultimate respon- 
sibility of operating the court 
rests with the sitting three 
judges. And that’s the way it 
should be, Szlinis assured the 
Romulus officials.

Tired of being ignored by 
Wayne County government, a 
frustrated Mayor Beverly 
McAnally demanded action 
Monday night on issues re- 
lated to Detroit Metro Airport 
expansion. 

McAnally in a letter to 
County Commissioner Bruce 
Patterson stated if only the 
squeaky wheel gets the grease, 
then the county commission 
can expect the squeaks from 
Romulus to “escalate in vol- 
ume and frequency.” 

McAnally told Patterson 
that city residents and busi- 
ness leaders are tired of being 
ignored by county government, 
while seeing the same leaders 
dealing on a timely basis with 
other entities. 

“I have heard that plans are 
being developed to divert dol- 
lars from Wayne Metro Airport 
and Romulus, to further 
Wayne County’s ambitions at 
Willow Run,” McAnally said. 

The mayor said, “Romulus 
has waited patiently for noise 
remediation efforts, while the 
county has continued to ignore 
not only its promises but also 
its efforts to bring relief to 
those residents, who live north 
and south of the airport within

the city.” 

McAnally also chastised the 
county for not fulfilling its 
planned property exchange 
with the city, involving the 
takeover of the city’s Depart- 
ment of Public Works offices 
on Goddard Road. 

“To this date we have not 
had a bona-fide offer for our 
building,” she continued, “ nor 
has anyone even met with us to 
discuss the matter.” 

The city continues to wait, 
McAnally said, despite the fact 
that the county has purchased 
Salvation Army property and 
the Army already has had a 
ground-breaking ceremony for 
its new site. 

Continuing her list of 
gripes, McAnally complained 
the county also had a role to 
play in the construction of Vin- 
ing Road-Interstate-94 inter- 
change. But now we 
understand it has reversed its 


position and its planned in- 
volvement, the mayor said. 

McAnally said the city has 
tried to be team players, but 
that has not availed Romulus 
any of the consideration it de- 
serves for the constant intru- 
sion of county activities on the 
lives of city residents. 

In conclusion, she asked 
Patterson to “inform the city of 
Romulus, when we can expect 
the county to begin to address 
these matters.” 

The City Council upon hear- 
ing McAnally’s letter, ap- 
proved a resolution supporting 
her action and demanding ac- 
tion on a number of pending 
business property deals. 

Councilman William Wad- 
sworth charged that many Ro- 
mulus residents have had to 
place their lives on hold, be- 
cause the county refuses to ac'. 
on their property purchase 
needs.

The His- 
torical Society revealed it 
wants to restore the home to 
its original Victorian style. 

The second home, the Bird 
house, is a brick Italianate 
house that is listed in remarka- 
bly good condition, Varner 
said.

Mr. Bird, a prominent local 
banker and businessman, built 
the home on what is now 
Wayne Road in about 1878, 
Varner said. 

A Civil War veteran, who 
was wounded at Gettysburg 
Mr. Bird married Mary Jane 
Morris and they raised six chil- 
dren in that house. He orga- 
nized banks in both Romulus 
and New Boston. 

Historical authorities hope 
that the Bird house can be 
turned over to the city of Ro- 
mulus by Wayne County, so 
that it too can be located in the 
historical park area of the city.

Council opposes state gas tax

Opposition to the expected 
five to seven cent state gas tax 
was voted Monday night by the 
Romulus City Council.

and that the past “Build Michi- 
gan” was not a permanent so- 
lution to municipal road 
problems. 

McNamara has said the five 
to seven cent effort also would 
not be sufficient to address 
current needs in Wayne 
County. 

“Our older communities are 
not receiving adequate fund- 
ing under Act 51 to maintain 
their local roads,” he said, 
“and the bottom line is that lo- 
cal government needs are sig- 
nificant and Michigan drivers 
want smooth roads regardless 
of whether they are state, 
county or city roads." 


Thus McNamara is urging 
all local governments in 
Wayne County to press their 
state legislators to oppose the 
gas tax effort. 

Romulus councilmen are 
receiving so many complaints 
about road conditions that a 
possible local five-year road 
millage effort is being consid- 
ered once again. A road mill- 
age referendum failed several 
years ago, but since roads have 
worsened dramatically since 
them, city leaders feel a local 
millage could pass this time. 

Statewide expenditures for 
roads in Michigan is among the 
lowest in the nation.

Educators study their roles in the 21 st century 


An interactive forum, hos- 
ted by the Wayne County Re- 
gional Educational Service 
Agency (RESA) at Romulus 
High School, launched a series 
of discussions about the future 
of education. 

The forum raised the ques- 
tion, "What does it mean to be 
an educated person in the 21st 
Century?” 

According to RESA Super- 
intendent Michael Flanagan, 
the May 3 discussion involved 
parents of all school-age chil- 
dren plus representatives of 
business, community activists, 
educators and other adults. 

Flanagan said the confer- 
ence offered a unique oppor- 
tunity for individuals to 
provide input that can affect 
future policy on public 
education. 

The interactive forum, 
staged in Romulus, drew hun- 
dreds of participants, 
Flanagan said.

justifiable reason, depriving 
them all of trial by jury. 

There was a time when our 
government kidnapped many 
of our citizens, forcing them to 
choose between fighting 
against and killing the rest of 
us, or being shot dead them- 
selves. 

At that time it was a citizen 
militia which bravely came to 
our defense under the leader- 
ship of people like George 
Washington and declared the 
independence which firmly 
cut all ties with our govern- 
ment in England. 

It was the first citizen mili- 
tia which fought our first gov- 
ernment to remove its troops 
from our soil. 

That militia continued pro- 
tecting us while its leaders 
wrote our Articles of Confeder- 
ation and later authored a 
Constitution which learned 
people worldwide still recog- 
nize as a work of genius. Our 
Constitution guaranteed then 
and now that the tyranny un- 
der which we once lived, the 
horrible abuses we once suf- 
fered by the hand of our gov- 
ernment, could never happen 
again. 

If we assembled into one 
document all complaints made 
by today’s militia, they would 
not equal one scintilla of the 
government oppression which 
brought the first U.S. citizen 
militia into being. 

Today we have a nation of 
260 million people, the stron- 
gest and most prosperous na- 
tion on the face of the earth.

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Families honor mothers with gifts of affection 


God could not be everywhere, 
and therefore he made mothers, 
according to an ancient 
proverb 

While mothers have been 
honored by their sons and 
daughters throughout history, 
it has been less than 100 years 
since an official observance 
was established. 

Anna Jarvis, a West Virginia 
school teacher who was de- 
voted to her mother, decided to 
establish a special day to 
honor mothers in the early 
1900. 

She felt that many mothers 
were neglected by their grown 


children, who were preoc- 
cupied by their own families, 
and she believed a special day 
set aside for mothers would 
rectify the neglect. 

Anna Jarvis’ mother died on 
May 9, 1905, and despite the 
fact that she had been a de- 
voted daughter, she was trou- 
bled by all of the things that 
she had not done for her 
mother and the words she had 
not said to her. 

In 1907, on the second Sun- 
day of May, she invited a group 
of friends to her Philadelphia 
home and announced her idea 
for a yearly nationwide cele-

bration of motherhood - an an- 
nual Mother’s Day. 

Jarvis met with unanimous 
support from, not only her 
group of friends, but parents 
and children throughout the 
country. 

Early in 1908, she wrote to 
the superintendent of the Sun- 
day School where her mother 
had taught a religion class for 


20 years and suggested that the 
local church would be an ideal 
location for a celebration in 
her mother’s honor, and also 
an opportunity to honor all 
mothers. 

The first Mother’s Day ser- 
vice was conducted in Grafton, 
W.Va., on May 10, 1908, and at- 
tended by 407 children and 
their mothers. At the conclu- 
sion of the service, Anna J arvis 


presented each mother and 
child with a carnation - her 
mother’s favorite flower. 

The presentation launched 
a tradition, which continues 
through the present time. Usu- 
ally, pink or red carnations are 
worn by mothers and their 
children. A white carnation is 
often worn in memory of 
mothers who are deceased 

Anna Jarvis began a letter- 
writing campaign to promote 
Mother’s Day as a national hol- 
iday, which culminated with 
the establishment of Mother’s 
Day on May 8, 1914. President 
Woodrow Wilson signed a 


proclamation designating the 
second Sunday in May as 
Mother’s Day. 

Ironically, Anna Jarvis 
never married and was never 
able to be personally honored 
on the day she worked do dili- 
gently to establish. 

Gratitude is the hardest of all 
emotions to express. 

There is no word capable of 
conveying all that one feels. 

Until we reach a world where 
thoughts can be adequately ex- 
pressed in words, “thank you” 
will have to do.

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Chrysler adds Sebring to its list of hits for 1995

Whatever the engineers at 
Chrysler are drinking, they 
should seriously consider bot- 
tling it and selling it to the gen- 
eral public. 

Their hit list consists of the 
Viper, the Ram, the Neon, the 
Intrepid, the Stratus and now 
just when we all thought 
Chrysler was stopping to take a 
breath, they throw another 
winner at us named Sebring 
for Chrysler, and Avenger for 
Dodge. 

This handsomely styled two- 
door sports coupe bears a 
strong resemblance in shape 
to the price gouging Mercedes 
300 SL. The beauty of the 
Sebring LXi that I tested is 
that it costs under twenty 
grand almost fully equipped. 
Walk into a Mercedes show- 
room with this sum and hey 
will say: “Thank you for the 
down payment. I will be happy 
to turn over the keys just as 
soon as you give me the re- 
maining seventy grand.” 

The Sebring shares its plat- 
form with Mitsubishi’s sport 
sedan, the Galant It also bor- 
rows its interior from the Mit- 
subishi Eclipse. Although it 
may sound that it is pieced to- 
gether, the Sebring is a very 
solid car whose build quality 
is top notch for the price 
bracket it is placed in. 

The car’s styling is subtle, 
however, I received many 
glances from people on the 
highway, and have had people 
approach me wondering what 
kind of car it was. To me, this 
in itself is an impressive fea- 
ture. Many of today’s new cars 
are styled very similarly, mak- 
ing their appeal for individu- 
ality a moot point in buver’s

minds. 

The Sebring LXi comes 
equipped with a 155 horse- 
power. 24-valve. SOHC V-6 en- 
gine matched to a Chrysler 
4-speed automatic 
transmission. 

On V-6 equipped models, 
automatic transmission is the 
only option available. A bit un- 
usual, but the package works 
well together, providing crisp, 
smooth shifts. 

With an MPG rating of 20 in 
the city and 28 on the highway, 
the Sebring is pretty economi- 
cal to operate during your 
daily commute. 

All Sebrings ride on a four- 
wheel, fully independent dou- 
ble wishbone suspension that 
provides an outstanding bal- 
ance of ride, comfort and gen- 
eral handing capability. 

Other notable standard fea- 
tures include power speed 
sensitive steering, tinted glass, 
stainless steel exhaust system 
and rear defroster. Inside, 
standard equipment includes 
drive and front passenger air 
bags, full instrumentation, AM/ 
FM stereo radio with digital 
clock, tilt steering wheel, 
bucket seats and split folding 
rear seat. 

My test vehicle was 
equipped with air condition- 
ing, ABS brakes, 16- inch cast 
aluminum wheels and a CD 
playlr and the price still was 
$300 below $20,000. Try to buy a 


foreign sport coupe with those 
options and keep the price un- 
der twenty grand. 

A manual transmission is 
not offered when you purchase 
the V-6 engine and this marks 
the beginning of my gripe list. 
The second thing this car 
could use is a bit more punch 
under the hood. Lastly, the 
blind spots make it a bit diffi- 
cult changing lanes. 

Two of the gripes are merely 
my own opinion, however, the 
blind spots could be a serious 
problem for shorter drivers 
who are not accustomed to the 
vehicle. 

Chrysler launched a tre- 
mendous ad campaign to intro- 
duce its two new additions to 
its family. The ads have slowly 
silenced, and yet I still do not 
see many of these magnificent 
beats on the road. To the gen- 
eral public, I must say, “Drive 
this car, rent one for a week, 
because I guarantee it will im- 
press after an extended drive.” 

I will admit it, once again, I 
underestimated a Chrysler 
product and it promptly 
slapped me in the face and 
straightened me out. Chrysler 
will need an awful large hand 
to slap the entire American 
population, but I am confident 
if they can just get people to 
drive the car, they will buy it. 

PS. Please, no takeovers! 
Don’t ruin a good thing!

‘Mo’ is out and Carr doesn’t want Wolverine

What years of hard work 
and sweat put together, a night 
on the town put asunder. 

The controversy surround- 
ing the resignation of Univer- 
sity of Michigan head football 
coach Gary Moeller, precipi- 
tated by an alleged drunken 
brawl at an exclusive South- 
field restaurant, has hit home 
hard. 

Former Westland John 
Glenn coach Lloyd Carr, a 
fifth-vear assistant head coach 
on Moeller’s Wolverine staff, 
who also coached Glenn from 
1973-75, earning Regional 
Class A Coach of the Year 
honors for his 8-1 season, has 
been vaulted to center stage in 
the tragic downfall of a noted 
and popular collegiate coach. 

Near tears, Carr lashed out 
at the media for its overkill of 
the incidents that led to 


Moeller’s downfall. 

‘•Rapists and murderers 
have been treated better than 
coach Moeller,” Carr told a TV 
audience. He went on to say 
that the media assault on a 
longtime friend and colleague 
had been vicious and brutal. 

Most of the area coach’s 
agreed with Carr’s conclu- 
sions. They also say that 
Moeller did deserve a “second 
chance.” 

Those who know Carr were 
disappointed that he removed 
his name from consideration 
for filling the unexpected va- 
cancy, but they understood his 
actions. 


Floyd Carter, former Wayne 
Memorial football coach who 
has faced Carr from across the 
gridiron, said that “there is a 
bond between coaches that are 
as strong as family, and in 
some cases transcending fam- 
ily.” 

“It is a fraternity, a brother- 
hood that binds us together 
and it keeps us going,” Carter 
continued. “In most cases, we 
talk, eat, sleep and live every 
moment of the day for our 
sports. 

“Few people, some times 
even our families don’t under- 
stand this.” 

Carter said that Moeller did 


what he had to do - he re- 
signed. “But to find a replace- 
ment this late in the season 
may prove fatal to the pro- 
gram. Lloyd knows the pro- 
gram. He is one of the best 
recruiters they have. He 
should have been given the 
chance to serve as interim 
head coach - to coach the team 
next season, and that would 
give the university an oppor- 
tunity to conduct their search 
for a new head coach.” 

Another local coach, who 
requested anonymity, said that 
Bill McCartney, former Colo- 
rado coach who retired after 
the 1994 season, would be the 
perfect candidate for the job. 

McCartney also informed 
the media that he would not be 
interested in the “M” coaching 
job at this time. McCartney is 
one of the founders of The 
Promise Keepers, a Christian’s

pitchers’ 
duel, 2-1 

After disposing Wayne 6-1 
earlier in the week, Be- 
lleville and pitcher Mike 
Kenzel ran up against a de- 
termined Taylor Center and 
Ken Stringer who won a 
pitchers’ duel Thursday af- 
ternoon that lasted 13 
innings before it was de- 
cided in the Rams favor, 2-1. 

The thriller was a heart- 
break for the Tigers and 
coach John Bertz, who were 
riding the crest of a four- 
game conference winning 
streak. 

The loss dipped Be- 
lleville’s Mega Conference 
Red Division record to 5- 2 
on the season and dropped 
them into a two-way tie for 
second in the league. 

“It was one of those clas- 
sic pitcher’s duels that the 
fans really enjoy,” said 
Bertz. “Unfortunately we 
lost it. Their pitchers did a 
good job on us.” 

Bertz said the two Taylor 
Center pitchers combined 
for 13 strikeouts and nine 
harmless pop-ups. 

“When you consider that 
28 of our 39 outs were easy 
ones - that’s what attributed 
to our loss.” Bertz added. 

Kenzel and Stringer 
pitched near-flawless ball 
for nine of the 13 innings be- 
fore their coaches 
called for relivers.

After the bombing of the 
federal building in Oklahoma 
City, and threats against other 
government facilities, extra 
caution is being taken in fed- 
eral buildings - and other pos- 
sible targets - across the 
country. 

The Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation has published 
guidelines to follow if a bomb 
threat is received over the 
phone. 

They advise federal agen- 
cies to keep bomb threat infor- 
mation cards under their 
telephones. In this way infor- 
mation can be gathered in a 
organized manner to assist in 
the investigation if a threat is 
received. 

The same information gath- 


ering procedures could also be 
used in the event of any type of 
threat received by individuals 
or businesses. 

Questions to ask include: 
When the bomb is going to ex 
plode, where it is at the time of 
the call, what does it look like, 
what kind of bomb it is, what 
will cause it to explode, when 
the bomb was placed and why? 

The FBI advises those re- 
ceiving threats to get the ad- 
dress and name of the caller if 
possible. 

Space is provided for writ- 
ing the exact wording of the 


threat, the sex and race of the 
caller, the approximate age, 
length and time of the call and 
the number where the call is 
received. 

It’s important to note if the 
voice is familiar and who it 
sounds like. The card offers 
terms to describe the voice. Is 
the caller’s voice calm, angry’, 
excited, slow, rapid, soft or 
loud. Is there laughter or cry- 
ing. Is the voice normal sound- 
ing, or distinct, slurred or 
nasal? 

Listen for a stutter, lisp, a 
raspy or deep voice or a ragged 


one. Is the person clearing 
their throat? Is there deep 
breathing or a cracking voice? 
Is the person trying to disguise 
the voice? Do they have an ac- 
cent or is the message 
whispered? 

They advise to listen to 
background sounds including 
street noises, the sound of 
crockery, voices, a public ad- 
dress system, music, house 
noises, a motor, office machin- 
ery or factory machinery. Lis- 
ten for animal noises, static or 
clear sounds. Try to determine 
if the call is local or long dis- 
tance or if it’s being made in a 
booth. 

Is the threat language well 
spoken as an educated person 
would be? Is it foul, irrational, 
incoherent or taped, or is the 
message being read by the 
threat maker.

Canton resident Joe 
Trennepohl’s interests are the 
same as Benjamin Franklin’s, 
only in reverse. Franklin made 
his claim to fame starting with 
a kite and ending up with elec- 
tricity. Trennepohl gave up his 
career as an electrician, to de- 
vote seven days a week to his 
interest in kites and the kite 
business. 

Trennepohl will tell you the 
history of kite flying and is 
available for lectures and 
lessons. 

“Wild Bill Cody from the 
Wild West Show was a kite 
maker. The Wright brothers 
built their plane after a kite. In 
the 1900s the first bi- plane was 
modeled after a kite,” 
Trennepohl said. “I do enjoy 
teaching kids. I think it’s part 
of our culture. I’m always open 
to do stuff like that,” he said. 

China had kites in 1000 B.C. 
They spread to India, to Japan, 
to Europe and then to the 
United States, he said. 
Trennepohl gives talks on a 
regular basis at the Ann Arbor 
Public Library and has taught 
classes at Hoben Elementary 
in Canton. For the first two 
years he was involved in the 
Heritage Festival. 

According to Trennepohl’s 
wife, Marienne, he is kind of a 
celebrity in Japan. He was in 
vited there to be the head 
judge in a November 1993 tour- 
nament The expenses for the 
eight day trip were all covered. 

In competition the preci- 
sion movement of the kites is 
like an Olympic ice skating 
performance. Trennepohl 
judges a form of kite-flying bal- 
let on choreography and the 
degree of difficulty, as well as 


artistic impression as the kites 
move to the tempo of the mu- 
sic. Teams of up to five compet- 
itors are broken into 
categories of novice, inter- 
mediate, experienced or mas- 
ter fliers. 

Trennepohl is a master com- 
petitor. He has been third in 
the country in ballet flying. In 
the 1994 Master’s Class he 
came in third in precision and 
fifth in ballet. 

Another form of competi- 
tion is termed Indian fighting. 
Single line maneuverable 
kites try to cut the line of their 
competitors kites in order to 
take them down. The last kite 
flying is the winner. 

“I truly enjoy flying kites 
and I like to turn other people 
on to fly kites. It’s something to 
be passed on as a cultural 
thing. I wish someone would 
have showed me as a kid. The 
appeal of it is growing more 
and more. You don’t need to 
pay to play, as all you need is 
wind. The sport is outdoors, 
away from the television and is 
functional for families. It 
should be a part of people’s 
lives.” Trennepohl said. 

The Trennepohl family is 
active in all aspects of kiting. 
Besides flying, they manufac- 
ture them in a Canton facility, 
and own the Kites and Fun 
Things store in Plymouth 
where they sell used kites at a 
discount as well as new ones. 
They have dealers all over the 
United States and Japan. They 
sponsor people to fly in com- 
petitions. Trennepohl teaches 
kite flying between 5 and 7 
Wednesday nights at School- 
craft College. The store sends 
out a newsletter detailing a 


calendar of local and national 
events for enthusiasts. 

As tennis racquets and golf 
clubs have benefit from the 
development of more durable 


and lightweight materials, the 
new kites aren’t made out of 
paper anymore. 

“They are easier to fly. 


lighter, stronger and more du- 
rable,” Trennepohl 
explained.” 

Nylon kites are the best 
with plastic or fiberglass fram- 
ing structures. A two-line kite 
has to soar and never stops, 
but the new four-line quad 
kites are more challenging. 
They can go backwards, for- 
wards and launch from any po- 
sition. They can be stopped in 
mid-air. 

As an adult sport, up to five 
Flexafoil kites can be stacked 
together. They create so much 


pull, the men flying them can 
jump 20-40 feet in the air. Sport 
kites can go 80 miles per hour 
in a heavy wind. The world 
speed with a flexifoil kite is 
around 120 miles per hour, 
Trennepohl said. He ex- 
plained flexifoil as a rectangu- 
iar shaped kite with air 
pockets that inflate with the 
wind to give it lift. 

“It runs our lives. We are 
dedicated to it,” Trennepohl 
said. “There’s not too many 
people doing what we do," he 
said.
